A vehicle memory mirror system of the present invention includes an interior 
rearview mirror assembly. The mirror assembly includes a mirror casing, with a reflective 
element, and a support, which is adapted to mount the mirror assembly to a vehicle. An 
electrical actuator is located interiorly of the mirror casing and is adapted to adjust the 
orientation of the reflective element to adjust the rearward field of view of the reflective 
element housing and an actuator. Tho housing includes a mirror car . ing and n support; wViirh 
mounts th e mirror casing to tho vehicle. Th e w e ight of the actuator is dir e ctly distribut e d to 
th e v e hicle via th e support so that th e interior rearvi e w mirror ass e mbly of th e memory mirror 
syst e m exhibits improv e d vibration characteristics and, further, is positioned such that the 
mirror ass e mbly has incr e as e d capacity for housing a variety of accessories and/or d e vices. 
A r e fl e ctiv e e lem e nt is incorporated in th e casing and provid e s a rearward field of view when 
tho mirror assembly is mount e d to tho v e hicl e , with th e actuator providing adjustment for tho 
rearward fi e ld of view. In on e form, th e actuator is substantially positioned ext e riorly of th e 
mirror casing and e ngag e s a portion of the casing to adjust th e position of tho casing and tho 
r e fl e ctiv e e l e m e nt about the on e or mor e ax e s .
